YOU ASKED ME TO SEND YOU MEMORANDUM ON MEXICAN AG'S 
SPECIEIC REQUESTS EOR ASSITANCE. IN INTEREST OE SAVING 
TIME IN TRANSIT, I AM DOING THIS IN TELEGRAPHIC EORM. IN 
SUMMARY, EOLLOWING ARE REQUESTS EROM GOM WHICH 

HAVE YET TO BE ANSWERED DEFINITELY AND CONCERNING WHICH 
YOUR ACTION MAY BE INDICATED: (A) PROVISION OP FIXED- 
WING AIRCRAPT EOR PAST PERSONNEL TRANSPORT, AND (B) IDEN- 
TIPICATION OP ANY MEXICAN NATIONAL HELICOPTER PILOTS RE- 
SIDENT IN U.S. 

2. YOU RECALL THAT WE EXPLAINED TO OJEDA PAULLADA THAT 
THERE WERE BUREAUCRATIC AND OPERATIONAL PROBLEMS ON 
U.S. SIDE WHICH REQUIRED THAT USG GET ITS OWN 

AIR INTERDICTION PLANS IN ORDER BEFORE WE ARE ABLE 
TO EXPECT GOM TO LAUNCH AN AIR INTERDICTION PRO- 
GRAM OP ITS OWN. OJEDA-PAULLADA REPLIED THAT HE UNDER- 
STOOD THAT THESE PROBLEMS MAY MAKE THE PROVISION OP 
INTERDICTION AIRCRAPT DIPPICULT. HE THEN ASKED THAT 
WE NO LONGER CONSIDER THEM INTERDICTION AIRCRAPT, BUT 
REALIZE THAT HE REALLY NEEDS THEM EOR RAPID TRANSPORT 
OP ENPORCEMENT PERSONNEL WITHIN MEXICO SO THAT TASK 
GROUPS CAN BE SHIPPED RAPIDLY FROM ONE PART OP 
COUNTRY TO ANOTHER, AS CASES DEVELOP. AS BEPORE, 

TURBOCOMMANDERS WOULD BE USED TO LAND PEOPLE IN IMPROVED 
AIRPORTS, WHILE STOL AIRCRAPT COULD TRANSPORT POLICE 
OR ARMY UNITS TO THE MORE REMOTE, ROUGHER AIRSTRIPS. 

WHILE WE PREPER TO RESERVE JUDGMENT ON PROVISIONS 
OP TURBOCOMMANDERS, WE BELIEVE THAT PROVISION OP TWO 
STOL AIRCRAFT CAN BE JUSTIFIED. THESE AIRCRAPT CAN BE 
USED TO PROVIDE LOGISTICAL SUPPORT, THEREBY FURTHER RE- 
DUCING VALUABLE HELICOPTER PLYING TIME, AS WELL AS ASSIST- 
ING INTERDICTIONS UNITS AND OTHER MFJP PERSONNEL INVOLVED 
IN CAMPAIGN. AG'S AIR FLEET DOES NOT HAVE PIXED 
WING TROOP CARRYING AIRCRAPT CAPABILITY. THESE AIRCRAPT 
ARE LESS EXPENSIVE TO OPERATE OR MAINTAIN THAN HELICOPTERS AND CAN 
OPERATE PROM ROUGH AIRPIELDS OF LESS THAN 1,000 PEET.

STAND SEARCH TO IDENTIFY THESE PERSONNEL IS ALREADY 
UNDERWAY, AND URGE THAT IT BE COMPLETED AS QUICKLY AS 
POSSIBLE. WE SUGGEST THAT MILITARY BE CONTACTED 

AS POSSIBLE SOURCE FOR FORMER PERSONNEL WHO MEET THE 
ABOVE REQUIREMENTS. WE ALSO SUGGEST THAT ADVERTISE- 
MENTS BE PLACED IN MAJOR NEWSPAPERS THROUGHOUT 
COUNTRY ANNOUNCING JOB OPPORTUNITIES FOR THOSE 
MEXICAN CITIZENS QUALIFIED AS HELICOPTER PILOTS RE- 
SIDING IN U.S. 

5. LASTLY, OJEDA-PAULLADA ASKED FOR EXPEDITIOUS DELI- 
VERY OF ROADBLOCK VEHICLES AND MAPS OF ERADICATION 
AREAS. FORMER WILL BE IN-COUNTRY IN ABOUT ONE 
WEEK, WHILE MOST OF MAPS HAVE ALREADY BEEN 
DELIVERED.
